A CONVULSION in a child can 
be a v ery serious em ergency un­ 
less It Ls p rop erly cared for. 
T he first thing th a t m ost p eop le 
th ink of in such a case Is ep ilep sy , 
but while it is true th a t ep ilep sy 
is th e cause of some conv ulsions, 
m ost childhood conv ulsions are 
from o ther causes, such as infec­ 
tions w ith fev er. 
H ap p ily , ep ile p sy 
need 
no 
longer be feared by p arents as it 
was a t one tim e, for nearly all 
ty p es of conv ulsions due to ep i­ 
lep sy 
can be adequately con­ 
trolled when the pro per m edicine 
is giv en. 
W hen a child h as a conv ulsion, 
th e p a re nt can help th e p hy sician 
by describing th e details of th e 
conv ulsion 
from 
beginning 
to 
end. O ften no one else is around 
a t th e tim e to w atch, and the doc­ 
tor m ay arriv e a fte r the conv ul­ 
sion is ov er. 
T he greatest help In discov er­ 
ing th e cause of a conv ulsion is an 
instrum e nt know n as th e electro­ 
encep halograp h, or EEG This in­ 
strum e nt jp v es a p icture of th e 
electrical brain wav es which gen­ 
erally rev eal the ty p e of ep ilep sy 
p resent. The EEG is of p articular 
v alue because it can detect ty p es 
of ep ilep sy w hich p roduce no 
seizures. 
Ty pes o f Epilepsy 
Po r ex amp le, In one ty p e th e 
child suddenly forgets ev ery thing 
and gets a blank stare for a few 
seconds 
o r m inutes. 
Nodding 
sp asm s, in w hich the child just 
nods his head, m ark another ty p e 
o f ep ilep sy th a t can be detected 
w ith th is instrum ent. 
W hen a child * fev er goes p ast 
103 or 104 degrees, th ere is grav e 
danger of irritatio n to the brain. 
It seem s th a t fev er sp eeds up 
m etabolism and brings on a con­ 
v ulsion In those children who 
hav e a tendency tow ard conv ul- 


ture is lowered, the conv ulsion 
disap p ears. 
Ev ery m ethod m ust be used to 
reduce th e fev er. Alcohol sp onges, 
p lus a cool ta p w ater enem a will 
usually bring the tem p erature 
down and stop the conv ulsion. 
Drugs, such as sedativ es th a t p re­ 
v ent conv ulsions, m ust be used in 
m any cases along w ith other 
treatm ents. 
Children who hav e conv ulsions 
from fev er tend to hav e them 
again if they dev elop a high fev er 
a t a later tim e. For this reason, 
m any doctors giv e these children 
sm all doses of sedativ e drugs sev ­ 
eral tim es a day when they hav e 
any disease w hich m ay giv e them 
a fev er. 


Drug s Co ntinued 
After a conv ulsion, it is often 
desirable not to cut of! tre a t­ 
m ents a t once. W hen certain 
drugs hav e been found effectiv e, 
it Ls usually better to continue 
them for a y ear or so. 
Many drugs, such as tridione, 
dilantin, m esantoin, p henobar­ 
bital and com binations of these 
drugs hav e p rov ed v ery effectiv e 
in treating conv ulsions due to 
ep ilep sy . These drugs hav e freed 
p arents from a great deal of fear 
of conv ulsions in th eir children, 
for m odern m edicine can control 
conv ulsions and in some cases 
cure them . 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
G. C.: I hav e num bness in my 
sm all and fo urth finger of my left 
hand. T here is a tingling and I get 
cram p s in my arm as well. W hat 
can cause this? 
Answer: T he difficulty y ou de­ 
scribe m ay be due to p ressure en 
th e blood v essels or nerv es sup ­ 
p ly ing the h and and arm . This 
p ressure m ay come from an ex tra 
rib in th e neck, or m ay be due to 
a muscle p ressing on these struc­ 
tures.

And this week Eisenhower said 
he personally k nows of no agree­ 
ments which are really still secret 
if the serine of no! being k nown 
Some parts of the Roosev elt-Chu r- 
chill - Stalin agreements in 1945 
were k ept secret for awhile. 
The three men agreed that the 
people in the Eastern Eu ropean 
cou ntries, now u nder Ru ssia’s heel 
bu t then ju st being freshly liber­ 
ated from the Nazis, shou ld choose 
their own gov ernments in free elec­ 
tions. 
^R u ssia v iolated this agreement 
by mak ing Commu nist-ru led satel­ 
lites of these cou ntries. 
Eisenhower has ex pressed belief 
that denu nciation of Fu ssia as an 
agreem ent-break er wll giv e anti­ 
commu nist people among the sat­ 
ellites renewed hope of freedom. 
Bu t hope seem s all they can ex ­ 
pect right now. Commu nists con­ 
trol them so completely that noth­ 
ing short of w ar seems capable 
I freeing them soon. And no one 
in the Eisenhower administration 
is talk ing of war. 
When he first raised the su bject 
of secret agreem ents, Eisenhower 
was try ing to liv e u p to a pledge 
contained in the Repu blican c a m ­ 
paign platform of last Ju ly . It said: 
‘ The gov ernment of the United 
States, u nder Repu blican leader- I 
ship, will repu diate all com m it­ 
ments contained in secret u nder­ 
standings su ch as those of Yalta 
which 
aid 
Commu nist 
enslav e­ 
ments. It will be made clear, on 
the highest au thority of the Presi­ 
dent and the Congress, that United 
States policy , as one of its peace­ 
fu l pu rposes, 
look s happily for­ 
ward to the genu ine independence 
of those captiv e peoples.” 
The word “ repu diate” is 
far­ 
reaching. If this cou ntry tried to 
mipu diate

with Ru ssia, the Commu nists, if. it 
serv ed them, cou ld promptly re ­ 
pu diate other agreements w’bich 
might hu rt this cou ntry .

THE INTERNATIONAL Longshore- 
men's Association offers indignant objec­ 
tion to the Port of New York Authority 
proposal that longshoremen be licensed by 
the state.

But if all these can be licensed— 
and the courts have held that they can be— 
there are good reasons for including long­ 
shoremen, including the fact that they have 
bacome known aaa *'focus of infection" for 
criminal activities.

New Deal members of Congress and New 
Deal columnists have selected the Secre­ 
t l y of State, John Foster Dulles, as the 
target of attack. They may be diverted 
temporarily into attacking the Secretary of 
Agriculture. E na T a f t B e n so n , but Benson 
deals in tangibles and his program will 
stand or fall on statistics. Duties, on the 
other ha no, must concern himself with in­ 
tangible factors and with other men s se­ 
crets, and therefore it is lets difficult to dis­ 
tort his position. 
The theory of this operation ii that it 
would be bad policy to go after President 
Eisenhower so early m his career and 
while he enjoys great personal popularity. 
But valuable political time could be gained J 
if members of his Cabinet wert used as 
clay pigeons. Furthermore, under the tw o-; 
party system, it is the function of the 
opposition to expose the party in power to 
the public view. 
However, John Footer Dulles has achiev­ 
ed so much in almost no time that his op­ 
ponents will find it difficult to make their 
criticism stick. Even Adin! Stevenson, who 
is a more objective and fuir opponent than 
most, misread the situation in Europe due 
to a preconditioning of his thinking along 
Acheson lines. It is inevitable that he will ( 
correct his views after President Eisen­ 
hower places before him (ss he will do be­ 
fore this is printed) the evidence t h a t 
Dulles was forced to visit Europe even be­ 
fore he could organize hit office, and speak 
as frankly as he did. because our position 
there was deteriorating to a point where a 
Russian diplomatic victory was in sight. 
Partly this deterioration was due to our 
election system. Candidates were nominat­ 
ed in July; they were voted upon in Novem­ 
ber; the victor took office in January. For 
six long months, no American policy could 
be pursued with certainty; for six l o n g 
months, the Kremlin was able to move 
swiftly and effectively in the direction of 
neutralism. In France and Germany, this 
campaign appeared in the sabotaging of the 
Lisbon Treaty, so that not a single country 
has yet ratified it. The degree of our aid to 
Europe depends upon the fulfillment of the 
Lisbon program setting up the measure of 
self-help by the Europeans. 
Dulles employed open diplomacy, to 
which neither the American people nor the 
Europeans have been accustomed s i n c e 
1938, when President Roosevelt interested 
himself actively in the developing Euro­ 
pean crisis. It takes some adjustment to 
switch from secret diplomacy, involving 
deceits to open diplomacy, which takes the 
people into the confidence of their govern­ 
ments. 
The principal attack is to be made on 
China Policy. The attack is lo be made by 
Senators Humphrey and Mansfield, w h o 
are not Far Eastern experts. 
It might be pointed out in this connection 
that after John Foster Dulles took office 
and while he was in Europe, an instruction 
was issued in the Voice of America, signed 
by W. Bradley Connors, citing Howard 
Fast, the Communist writer, as the type of 
controversial person who could be used 
propagandistic!^. 
Connors 
instructed 
that Fast s work might be given special 
credibility under certain circumstances.

WE ALL ask questions. We be- 
gin in early childhood when we 
*re filled With curiosity to know 
the what and the why of every­ 
thing we see or hear, in order to 
gain a knowledge of this strange 
world in which we find ourselves. 
We go to school and then the 
teachers ask us questions to dis­ 
sever what our young minds re­ 
tain of the subjects which have 
been taught us 
The questioning does not cease 
when we become adult. In fact, 
there are mere questions, more 
important ones that keep us ask- 
i n g all our lives. We a s k ques­ 
tions about religion that we may 
know the truth and live by its 
teachings. 
We ask about right 
and wrong and justice, and we 
try to solve our personal prob­ 
lems by the knowledge obtained 
by our questionings. 
In our free country we ask 
questions of the lawm akers whom 
we hsve elected to make and ad­ 
m inister our laws. and give them 
our approval or disapproval at the 
polls at the next election Do w# 
appreciate fully this great privi-
